Ro o sev elt Stresses Value 
The Japanese ev idently are in­

War department co mmuniques

The city is co ntinuing to charge 
so me sto res, restaurants and ho tels 
fo r garbage co llectio n despite the 
o ne-mill lev y pasaed Jan. 6, the 
Chamber o f Co mmerce declared 
to day in its mo nthly bulletin to 
members. 
“A tax o f o ne mill was placed 
o n all the pro perty in East Liv ­ 
erpo o l fo r free garbage co llectio n 
fo r ev eryo ne,” the Chamber de­ 
clared. “This means just what it 
says and in o ur o pinio n anyo ne 
who pays hereafter is fo o lish.” 
Mayo r O. Earl Greenawalt co n­ 
ceded that regular garbage fees

It make« a successful defense o f 
the Dutch East Indies highly pro b­ 
lematical, 
aix^o rding to this In­ 
fo rmed 
o pinio n, 
and 
pro bably 
means that the United Natio ns 
must fall back ev entually o n Au­ 
stralia as fhelr main bastio n be­ 
tween Hawaii and India. 
Mo reo v er, all the strategic ad­ 
v antages lo st—whether at Singa­ 
po re o r o ther key po ints, fallen o r 
yet to fall—must be bo ught back 
so me day elo wly and painfully at 
great co st In blo o d and treasure. 
Might Hav e Been Av erted 
The present grim situatio n might 
well hav e been av erted, It was 
learned, had the Singapo re garriso n 
been able to hurl back all attacks 
o n the fo rtress Island fo r just abo ut 
ano ther mo nth. By that time, it 
was understo o d, the British baatfo n 
pro bably 
wo uld 
hav e 
receiv ed 
ample reinfo rcements to ho ld o ut 
indefinitely. 
As lo ng as Singapo re was se- 
curely In Allied hands, the Japa­ 
nese Were prev ented fro m using 
elsewhere the fo rces co mmitted 
t.o the Malay peninsula campaign. 
That was o ne o f the two main 
fltrategic reaso ns fo r co ntinuing to 
defend the British fo rtress ev en 
gJter its v alue as a no « « ] base v ir­ 
tually had been deetro yed co me 
weeks ago . 
The o ther reaeo n was that Sin­ 
gapo re was needed as a base fo r 
o ffensiv e o peratio ns o f the future. 
Once its nav al, po wer had been 
resto red, It co uld hav e been used 
bo th in hacking at Japan’s supply 
lines and as Britain’s bridgehead 
in the entire Western Pacific area.

Last American Correspondent Takes Leave Of Blazing 
Base As Brave R .A .F. Fliers Still Carry On

The Singapore announcer said heavy fighting continued 
on the island this morning “ with the Japanese attempt to ad­ 
vance still meeting with strong resistance.” 
Reception was bad and those two sentences were the only 
part of the broadcast intelligible to listeners bere. 
Tho "city area”, with a population of more than 750.000, extends 
at least four or five miles from tho heart of tho island metropolis.

Normandie Confronts U.S. 
With Greatest Salvage Job

NEW YORK, F(4>. l l —The navy was confronted today with the 
m ightiest salvage job in history—the raising and repairing of the 
83,423-ton former French liner Normandie—a ghastly, flame-charred 
hulk lying on her side at her Hudson river pier at 50th st. 
Naval officers and salvage men pointed out th at never before had 
so large a ship capsized. 
“ 
Rear Admiral Adolphus Andrews, 
commandant of the Third naval 
district, and M anhattan District At­ 
torney Frank S. Hogan attributed 
the blaze, which swept the ship for 
four hours Monday, injuring 220 
and killing one, to sparks from a 
welder’s torch. 
“The.salient fact developed.** said 
Hogan, “is that a flame, causing 
sparks to fly. was used within two 
or three feet of hundreds of bales 
of inflammable material. There is 
no evidence of sabotage. Careless­ 
ness has served the enemy with 
equal effectiveness.” 
In 12 Feet O f Mud 
The task of raising the huge f 60.- 
000,000 liner was complicated by 
the fact that she lies in 12 feet of 
mud and is pinched between two 
piers. 
A special board of technical ex­ 
perts, it was understood, will be ap 
pointed to survey the ship—a sur­ 
vey which alone might take sev­ 
eral months. 
The navy indicated that it ha 
not abandoned hope of salvage. 
Asked about reports th at the once 
proud ship was beyond salvage, the 
naval district public relations office 
said: “The navy supports no such 
contention at this time.” 
Salvage experts said the actual 
raising probably will take two to 
three months. The ship would be 
“jacked” up with the aid of pon­ 
toons until her main deck cleared

“in going up, we saw little fires 
break out here and there just as 
though someone went around with 
a torch and lighted them.

Washington And Pacific Coast Are Urged To Get 


Together On Defense To Avoid New Pearl Harbor

CAN FRANCISCO — Fro m what 
I have seen In ao nthem Cali­ 
fo rnia I have the very atro ng4» at 
Impressio n that the co ntro l exer­ 
cised by Washingto n 1« to o remo te 
fo r efficiency and that ao me way 
mu st be fo u nd by which u rgent 
milltiry and civil qiieatlo ns can be 
d<» clded o n the Pacific co ast itself. 
I am no t speaking o f the general 
strategical planning o f the great 
war bu t o f the Internal and extern« - 
a] defense o f IhWt co mbat area 
which co ntains the main bases and 
so me o f tha principal araenals o f 
I be Pacific war. 
Any o ne who 
co mes here fro m Washingto n •will, 
I believe, to o n be c.o nvinced that 
the distance is Ux» great, that 
co mmu nicatio n la to o difficu lt, and 
that the qu estio ns are o ften to o 
pecu liar to be dealt with by re­ 
ferring them back and fo rth be­ 
tween the maby separate go vern­ 
ment departments In the capital 
and their many eeparate cu bo rdi- 
nates o u t bere. 
I myself, fo r example, have had 
two perso nel experience* in Cali­ 
fo rnia, trifling In theme4rtvea per- 
bape, which nevertheless are, 
I 
believe, IHu atrative. 
Befo re leav­ 
ing Washingto n 1 was given per- 
mlaaio n to visit so me o f the Im­ 
po rtant base areas o n the Pacific 
co ast 
My credentials named certain 
o fficers and their co mmands. The 
first time I u sed the credentials It 
tu rned o u t that the o fficer named 
in my papers fro m Washingto n 
had in fact been retired qu ite so me 
time ago . 
No do u bt this waa no 
mo re than a clerical erro r by o ne 
bu reau o f o ne large department in 
Washingto n. 
Bu t It do es BUggo sl IvDw remo te 
is Washingto n 
when even o ne 
htireau co ncerned with su ch mat­ 
ters can fall to be vividly and 
who lly aware o f the very name o f 
the man who co mmands o ne o f the 
mo st Impo rtant bases in co ntinen­ 
tal Uniteli States. 
My seco nd experience was with 
credentials fro m Washingto n au th­ 
o rizing me to visit certain plants 
pro du cing weapo ns.

to n papers named o ne specific 
plant in so u thern Califo rnia which 
I waa allo we^l to visit. 
A h a matter o f fact, I a c tu a lly 
was taken witho u t papers to two 
plants and was Invited to visit 
several o thers.

'X'UNNEY was o ne o f the least o f the American

and was In fact an o bscu re figu re fo r so me years 
afterward. He did so me bo xing in France when he 
was a member o f the marines, hu t It a^as his experi­ 
ence in his ring battles that came mu ch later that 
made him a great fighter. 
It is do u btfu l If anyo ne who saw him bo xing as a 
marine picked him as a co ming heavyweight cham­ 
pio n o f the wo rld. In the first place, he was no t a 
heavyVelght then. He was no t mu ch mo re than a 
middleweight and o f rather frail hu lld. The man^ 
mo st o bservers selected as the greatest heavyweight' 
pro spect in the American expeflltio nary fo rces was a 
big West Virginian kno wn as “Fighting Bo b” Martin. 
Jimmy Bro nso n, o ldtlme bo xing manager and pro - 
mo to r. who was with the Y. M. C. A. In France co o k­ 
ing u p bo xing sho ws fo r the entertainment o f the 
so ldiers, to o k ho ld o f “Fighting Bo b” after the war 
and made him a figu re o f co nsiderable co nsequ ence 
in fistiana fo r eeveral years. Bo h was a to u gh, game 
fello w and a great pu ncher, bu t lacked champio nship 
caliber. 
In the A, E. P. at the time Tu nney was bo xing 
aro u nd the camps were also so me real champio ns . 
su ch as Mike O’Do wd, the middleweight king, and 
Jo y Lynch, the featherweight Ikjss. Teddy Hays, 
then In the navy, o nce mo bilized a team o f stars 
that inclu ded Lynch and to o k It to Ixindo n to meet* 
a similar team o f Brito ns, o ne o f the memliers o f- 
the British team being the gro at Jimmy Wilde.

o ne o f their favo rite spo rts and is fancied by them 
all the mo re when they can see big name fighters 
In actio n. "We are Inclined to do u bt that bo xing as 
a general training fo r so ldiers, o r sailo rs hither, 
po ssesses any great merit becau se a lo t o f gu ys who 
may he tremendo u s so ldiers and sailo rs dislike that 
particu lar fo rm o f excitement, at least as parti­ 
cipants. 
We su spect that the theo ry that bo xing Is go o d 
training fo r so ldiers was bo rn In the last war o f a 
desire o n the part o f so me members o f the bo xing 
fraternity to fit themselves into the scene wdtho u t 
to o mu ch hazard. It Is o u r belief that law-n tennis o r 
go lf wo u ld actu ally be better physical training fo r

^*11 Americans settled down to business. Since then 
the war baa been the only thing that mattered. 
It'* worth repeating. Th* war—winning the war— 
is the only thing that matters. Everything else Is 
secondary. Even It Washington fails to understand 
what baa happened, Americans decided on Dec. 7, 
1941, that they were in for a tough time. They have 
kept their poise, they even have managed to be 
nonchalant, hut they realise they are ticketed for 
..one of those “times that try men’s souls”. 
• 
They have begun to take stock. They have gone 
on the alert. They want their government to go on 
the alert, too. 
Thie is why they jeered from coast to coast when 
told that congressmen had taken time out to play 
with a pension scheme for their own benefit. It’s 
why they rose up on their hind legs and squawked 
when they were told that a moving picture actor 
Hhad been plunked Into one juicy civilian defense

Thesa are not Ah# signs of a government that is 
taking war seriously.

There have been other things, too, but these are 
the prime examples of a type of thinking in W ash­ 
ington that has no proper place in wartime. All the 
Washington talk about the people overcoming their 
apathy is bearing fruit. There la nothing apathetic 
about the people now. Anyone who thinks there is 
hasn't passed the time of day with them recently. 
They're as serious as they ever were about any­ 
thing in their lives. 
The war’s going to leave them and people every­ 
where els* limp and exhausted. They know that.

Washington And Pacific Coast Are Urged To Get 


Together On Defense To Avoid New Pearl Harbor

AN FRANCISCO — From 
what 
I have seen In southern Cali­ 
fornia I have the very strongest 
impression that the control exer­ 
cised by Washington Is too remote 
for efficiency and that some way 
must be found by which urgent 
m ilitary and civil questions can be 
decided on tho Pacific coast itself. 
I am not speaking of the general 
strategical planning of the great 
war but of the Internal and extern­ 
al defense of this combat area 
which containa the main bases and 
some of the principal arsenals of 
the Pacific war. 
Any on* who 
comes here from Washington will, 
f believe, soon bs convinced that 
the distance is 
too great, that 
communication ii too difficult, and 
that the questions are often too 
peculiar to be dealt with by re­ 
ferring them back and forth be­ 
tween the many separata govern­ 
ment department# in the capital 
and their many separate subordi­ 
nates out here. 
I myself, for example, have had 
two personal experiences in Cali­ 
fornia, trifling in themselves per­ 
haps, which nevertheless are, I 
believe, illustrative. 
Before leav­ 
ing Washington I was given per­ 
mission to visit some of the Im­ 
portant base areas on the Pacific 
coast. 
My credentials named certain 
officers and their commands. The 
first time I used the credentials it 
turned out that the officer named 
in my papers from Washington 
had in fact been retired quite some 
time ago. 
No doubt this was no 
more than a clerical error by one 
bureau of one large department in 
Washington. 
But It does suggest ty>w remote 
is 
Washington 
when 
even one 
bureau concerned with such mat­ 
ters can fail to he vividly and 
wholly aware of the very name of 
the man who commands one of the 
most im portant bases in continen­ 
tal United States. 
My second experience wa« with 
credentials from W ashington auth­ 
orizing me 'to visit certain plants 
producing weapons. 
My Washing­ 
ton 
papers named 
one specific 
plant in southern California which 
I was allowed to visit. 
As a matter of fact, I actually 
was taken without papers to two 
plants and was invited to visit 
several others. 
There was nothing In the notion, 
which seemed to prevail in Wash­ 
ington. and Involved a lot of time 
and paper work, that W ashington 
really controlled who visited what 
plant in California. 
T 
HE only point in mentioning 
these things is that they illus­ 
trate the general conclusion, which 
few out here would dispute, that 
in spite of the Roberta report on 
Pearl Harbor there Is as yet no 
solution in this Vulnerable region 
of the problem of adequate author­ 
ity and of unified command and 
of clearly flx'ed responsibility. 
I visited one baas area which 
must be protected at all coats. Un­ 
doubtedly much has been accom­ 
plished since Dec. 7. 
Th# navy, 
army, civilian defense, department 
of justice and the local govern­ 
ment were alert and In close and 
friendly relations. 
But my Im 
pression was that there existed no 
clear division of authority, much 
leas a final over-all authority, and 
that In matters which might at 
any moment become critically dan­ 
gerous.

that the right measures can be 
taken in time by invoking the 
blessed words “Coordination, co­ 
operation. and consultation.” 
War 
requires authority, 
com­ 
mand, 
obedience and 
discipline, 
and to be effective these things 
must be exerchtod and enforced by 
men who are not too remote from 
the scene of action. 
I do not know bow it is to be 
done. But I am satisfied that there 
Is needed in the Pacific coast re­ 
gion not only unity of military 
command at the top with a direct 
chain of unified command to each 
critical position, but also a unity 
of civil authority, a something in 
the nature of a governor-general 
with 
cabinet 
council 
entrusted 
with most of the war powers now 
lodged In Washington. 
It Is easy enough to think of ay 
the reasons why this is novel and 
unprecedented and difficult to do. 
But lf it is a necessary thing to 
do, we ought not to wait for an­ 
other Pearl Harbor before doing 
it. 
Now the fact is that the Pa­ 
cific coast Is an absolutely vital 
region both to the defensive and 
to 
the offensive power of the 
United States. 
It is very much more vulner­ 
able than we like to realize. 
It is 
certain, f believe, that the full se­ 
curity or the Pacific region re­ 
quires extraordinary measures and 
extraordinary 
powers, 
and 
that 
there is not now the necessary 
authority, the necessary organiza­ 
tion of command and adm inistra­ 
tion for doing what the situation 
requires. 
Nor will there be, T submit, as 
long as the local military and civil 
responsibility Is so scattered and 
the control from Washington is 
so remote so indirect, so conflict­ 
ing, so soft, yet so pervasive and 
inhibiting, as it now Is. 
The real obstacle to thorough 
measures is. it seems to me, a 
false perspective in 
Washington 
and to a considerable extent on 
lh* Pacific coast as well. There is 
a general hesitation, about exer­ 
cising powers which in effect, ap­ 
proximate martial powers where 
they can be effectively exercised. 
This 
hesitation 
arises 
from 
scruples, which are quite proper In 
tim# of pqace, against overriding 
private Interests, vested Interest#, 
local and departmental preroga­ 
tives. 
But these hesitations will

OS ANGELES—One of our readers, remembering 
that we used to mull over sports topic* in the 
public prints, asks lf we think the next heavy-weight 
champion of the world will come out of the army 
“like Got* Tunney in the last war.” 
We are Inclined to think he will. We will go 
farther and tell you his name—Joe Louis. His 
civilian office being vacant at the moment, Joe will 
necessarily be the next heavyweight champion when 
he resumes business at the old stand. 
The Impression that the army m war develope 
great athletes is somewhat erroneous. The hardship* 
of actual service tend to impair rather than build 
np the human stamina necessary to athletes, in 
which we are Including the manly art of scrambling 
snoots more as a courtesy than anything else. 
Th# army (and the navy) demand sound physique, 
and in time of peace the service in both undoubtedly 
adds to physical well-being, but when war business 
is afoot the exposure and privation that are usually 
entailed scarcely makes for the best of health. We 
recall few great, athletes who were the product of 
active service in war and were not great athletes 
before they went In. 


TA N N E Y wm on* of the leagt of the American 
J fighters in point of reputation in the last war 
and was in fact an obscure figure for some years 
afterward. He did some boxing in France when he 
was a member of the marines, hut it was his experi­ 
ence in his ring battles that came much later that 
made him a great fighter. 
It is doubtful lf anyone who saw him boxing as a 
marine picked him as a coming heavyweight cham­ 
pion of the world. In the first place, he was not a 
heavyweight then. He was not much more than a 
middleweight and of rather frail build. The man 
most observers selected as the greatest heavyweight 
prospect in the American expeditionary forces was a 
big W est Virginian known as “Fighting Bob” Martin. 
Jimmy Bronson, oldtlme boxing manager and pro­ 
motor. who was with the Y. M. C. A. in Fiance cook­ 
ing up boxing shows for the entertainm ent of the 
soldiers, took hold of “Fighting Boh” after the war 
and made him a figure of considerable consequence 
in fistiana for several years. Boh was a tough, game 
fellow and a great puncher, but lacked championship 
caliber. 
In the A. E. F. at the time Tunney was boxing 
around the camps were also some real champion* . 
such as Mike O’Dowd, the middleweight king, and 
Joy Lynch, the featherweight bos*. Teddy Hays, 
then in the navy, once mobilized a team of stars 
that included Lynch and took it to London to meet ' 
a similar team of Britons, one of the memln»rs of 
the British learn being the great Jimmy Wilde. 


IN our opinion, the value of boxing in w ar lie# 
solely in Its entertainm ent to the soldiers. It is 
one of their favorite sports and is fancied by them 
all the more when they can see big name fighters 
in action. We are inclined to doubt that boxing as 
a general training for soldiers, or sailors hither, 
possesses any great merit because a lot of guys who 
may he tremendous soldiers and sailors dislike that 
particular form of excitement, at least as parti­ 
cipants. 
We suspect that the theory that boxing is good 
training for soldiers was born in the last w ar of a 
desire on the part of some members of the boxing 
fraternity to fit themselves into the scene without, 
too much hazard. It is our belief that lawn tennis or 
golf would actually be better physical training for 
the men, but we do not recall that these pastimes 
were emphasized to the same extent as boxing or 
invested with the same importance. 
The athletic training of soldiers beyond the ordin­ 
ary arm y and navy system is pretty much the bunk. 
If a man is sound enough in mind and body to pass 
a service physical examination, the routine they put 
him through thereafter will develop him sufficiently 
though he never may learn the difference between a 
left hook and a right cross, and have no knowledge 
whatever of the T-formation.

Q —How are great ocean depths determined? 
A.—Depth# ar# determined by a device known ae 
the sonic depth finder. It conaists of an apparatus 
installed at the bottom of the ship which tends 
out aouad wave*. These sound waves travel to th* 
ocean bottom, and then th* echo from the bottom re­ 
turns and Is detected on the ship. Knowing how fast 
sound travel* in water, it is possible to compute 
the distance the sound travels; half of this distance 
la the depth.

Likewise, a farm er engaged In 
raising and selling livestock, such 
as cattle, sheep, and bogs, is not 
entitled to claim as a loss the 
value of animals tlm t perish from 
among those animals that were 
raised on the farm, exceut as such 
loss is reflectel In an Inventory , If 
used. 
If the livestock has been pur­ 
chased for any purpose, and after­ 
w ard dies from disease, exposure, 
or Injury , or Is killed by order of 
the autboi;itie8 of a State or the 
United States, th e actual purchase 
price of such livestock, less any 
depreciation allowable as a deduc­ 
tion in respect of such perished 
livestock, may be deducted as a 
loss if the loss is not compensated 
for by insurance or otherwise. 
The actual cost of other proper­ 
ty (with proper adjustm ents for 
depreciation) which is destroy ed 
by order of state or federal authori­ 
ties may likewise be claimed as a 
loss. If reimbursement Is made by 
a state or the United States in 
wjiole or in part on account of 
stock killed or other property de­ 
stroy ed In respect of which a loss 
was claimed In a prior y ear, the 
amount received is required to be 
reported as income for the y ear in 
which reimbursement is made. 
The cost of any feed, pasture, or 
care which has been deducted as 
an expense of operation must not 
be included as part of the cost of 
the stock for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining the am ount oi deductible 
loss. 
If gross income is ascertained by 
the use of inventories, no deduc- 
tkm can be taken separately for 
livestock or products lost during 
the y ear, w hether purchased for 
resale or produced on the farm, as 
such losses will be reflected in the 


Inventory by reducing the amount 
of livestock or products on hand at 
the close of the y ear, which has 
the effect of reducing gross Income 
from business by the amount of 
the loss. 
If an Individual owns and opei^ 
ates a farm in addition to being 
engaged In another trade or busi­ 
ness or calling, and sustains a loss 
from the farm ing operations, such 
loss may he deducted from gross 
Income received from all sources 
in determ ining the taxpay er’s net 
income, provided such farm is not 
operated for recreation or pleas­ 
ure.

Likewise, a farmer engaged In 
raising and selling livestock, such 
as cattle, sheep, and bogs, is not 
entitled to claim as a loss the 
value of animals that perish from 
among those animals that were 
raised on the farm, exceut as such 
loss is reflects in an inventory, if 
used. 
If the livestock has been pur­ 
chased tor any purpose, and after­ 
ward dies from disease, exposure, 
or injury, or is killed by order of 
the authoi$ties of a State or the 
United States, the actual purchase 
price of such livestock, less any 
depreciation allowable as a deduc­ 
tion in respect of such perished 
livestock, may be deducted as a 
loss if the loss is not compensated 
for by Insurance or otherwise. 
The actual cost of other proper­ 
ty (with proper adjustments for 
depreciation) which is destroyed 
by order of state or federal authori­ 
ties may likewise he claimed as a 
loss, lf reimbursement is made by 
a state or the United States in 
whole or in part on account of 
stock killed or other property de­ 
stroyed in respect of which a loss 
was claimed in a prior year, the 
amount received Is required to be 
reported as income for the year in 
which reimbursement is made.

operated for recreation or pleas­ 
ure. 
If a farm is operated for recre­ 
ation or pleasure and not on a 
commercial basis, and if the ex­ 
penses 
incurred 
in 
connection 
therewith are in excess of the re­ 
ceipts- therefrom, the entire re­ 
ceipts from the sale of products 
may be ignored in rendering a re­ 
turn of income, and the expenses 
incurred, being regarded as person­ 
al expenses, will not constitute al­ 
lowable deductions for federal in­ 
come-tax purposes.

An Amazing Literary 
Feat Depicts France

"BRAVE GENERAL.” by Herbert 
Gorman . 
T 
h e r e have been two excellen t 
historical n ovels out of the past 
of Fran ce this mon th, an d of these 
the secon d seeme fin er to me than 
the first. The first was Arthur 
Meeker’s “The Ivory Mischief,” an d 
somebody has rather n eatly labeled 
Mr. Meeker the W alter Wln cbell 
of the distan t period of the n ovel. 
The secon d is H erbert Gorman ’s 
"Brave Gen eral,” which con cern s 
Fran ce for a few y ears beg in n in g in 
the middle ’8 0’s. 
Mr. Gorman ’s n ovel is like an in ­ 
credibly rich tapestry , an d I apolo­ 
g ize for the (rite fig ure. It just is 
so. It tells the story of Gen . Bou­ 
lan g er from the time he is picked 
up an d set In motion by Georg es 
Clemen ceau to the tim e of hla 
suicide in Brussels. T hat is the 
shortest way to describe the book. 
But it g ives n o hin t of the amazin g 
job Mr. (3orman has don e. 
Because the Gen eral’a story is 
floated on a g reat river of fact an d 
In ciden t which Is Fran oe herself. It 
beg in s, for example, in on e of those 
suburban courts presided over by 


a on poy ed oon cterg e n amed Bouve 
—the cite at 9, Hue de I’Eg lise, 
Mon treuil-eous-Bois, n ear I ^ s . 
At the momen t the little cite 
rises before the reader’s ey e. Fellx- 
Albert Pel is Juet movin g in to the 
vacan t street floor apartm en t; later 
he will be accused of murderin g a 
succession of wlvee. An d a t the 
momen t he moves in , the ey es of 
the court ar© on him ; the ey es of 
little Lily Dan g er, the laun dress; 
of Dag obert Helin , the studen t; of 
M. Klein , retired civil servan t; of 
Marie Welspach. the Alsatian g os­ 
sip. An d the others. 
The Gen eral is carpen tered In to 
a hero, an d he dies like a secon d 
lieuten an t. In Cleraen ceau’s bitter 
phn aae. Mr. Gorman ties the Gen ­ 
eral an d the cite In to a bun dle with 
the rest of Paris. With the rest of 
Fran ce, for that m atter. He does it 
by the accumulation of a vast 
amoun t of detail out of which 
emerg es the clearest of pictures. 
The picture 1» Fran ce. In all her 
beauty an d all her weakn ess. An d 
the method Is exactly rig ht, for 
Paris (which Is Fran ce) is a g reat 
bun dle of detail. Not even 
the 
Boulevards of Paris run straig ht 
throug h for an y distan ce. 
"Brave Gen eral” seems to me on e 
of the fin est historical n ovels In 
y ears.

Althoug h more severe than the 
con un on cold, they are n ot really 
very serious, n othin g like as bad 
a* the terrible epidemic of real 
In fluen sa that occurred durin g the 
w ar y ears. 1918 an d 1919. Havin g 
seen what the m alig n an t ty pe of 
In fluen za Is, I have been a little 
loath to ag ree that the y early epi­ 
demics We have been havin g were 
really In fluen za. 
Epidemiolog ists say that there 
are two ty pes of in fluen za, on e 
mild an d on e severe, an d that we 
have been havin g the mild ty pe. 
Real In fluen za has a history of 
havin g h it the world In g reat 
pan demioe or waves. There was 
on e about 18 49. on e In 18 8 9, fol­ 
lowed by the on e in 1918 they are 
usually abon t 40 y ears aparL 
Causative Org an ism 
I rem ember after the pan demic 
of 18 8 8 th a t for y ears doctors 
would call mild cases of re« t>lra- 
tory In fection "tn fluen sa.” Havin g 
lived throug h the severe pan demic, 
they 
rem ember 
it 
vividly 
an d 
probably g ot In to th© habit of call­ 
in g an y respiratory In fection that 
was a little worse that a cold. 
In fluen za, I feel that the same 
thin g has happen ed in Ihe epld- 
demlcB followin g (he severe pan de- 
mto of 1918 , an d con sequsn dy I 
have n ot a g reat deal of faith in 
the reports that have come out 
about fin din g the causative org an - 
l» m of in fluen za. 
For what it is worth however, 
the presen t idea Is that in fluen za 
is due to a filteFable virus. Cur­ 
iously en oug h, the on ly an imal 
which has been foun d which will 
become 
in fected 
is 
the 
ferret. 
Mouth an d n ose washin g s from 
patien ts with in fluen za in oculated 
in to tho n ose of a ferret will pro­ 
duce the disease in this an imed. 
Mrs. Carly le, who was a woman 
of g reat eommon sen se, expressed 
my sen tim en ts pretty well. She 
had been subject to a n umber of 
attacks which her phy sician diag ­ 
n osed as In fluen sa. She wrote in a 
letter; "Medlcg l men all over the 


world have merely en tered In to • 
tacit ag reem en t to call all sorts 
of maladies people a re subject to 
by on e n ame so that on e sort of 
treatm en t may serve for all, an d 
their practice is thereby g reatly 
simplified.” 
Opin ion s of Baoteriolog lets 
I must saF tbet the best bacteri­ 
olog ists in the world do n ot ag ree 
with me. They eay that at the pres­ 
en t time doubt as to the cause of 
the disease can n o lon g er exist an d 
diag n osis by recoverin g the org an ­ 
ism by bacteriolog ical methods Is, 
n ow possible. It doe« n ot make a 
g reat deal of differen ce in the lon g ' 
run , because w hether or n ot they ' 
have foun d the causative org an - 
lam they have n ot perfected an y 
serum which la valuable In treat-' 
men t, n or Is chemical treetsn en t 
reported to be valuable in In llu-' 
en sa. 
The latest reports on treatm en t 
by the sulfcmemkie g roup of drug s 
that I have seen In the medical 
Journ als of 1941 state that treat­ 
m en t con sists in bed resL proteo 
tion from chan g es of tem perature 
an d drafts, a larg e fluid in Uke, 
an d relief of achin g sy mptoms by 
aspirin an d codein e.

"BRAVE GENERAL,” by Harbert 
Gorman. 
T 
HERE have been two excellent 
historical novels out of the peat 
of France this month, and of these 
the second seem* finer to me than 
the first. The first wa* Arthur 
Meeker’s "The Ivory Mischief," and 
somebody has rather neatly labeled 
Mr. Meeker the Walter Winchell 
of the distant period of the novel. 
The second Is Herbert Gorman's 
Brave General.” which concerns 
France for a few years beginning in 
the middle ’SO S. 
Mr. Gorman's novel is like an in­ 
credibly rich tapestry, and I apolo­ 
gize for the trite figure. It just is 
so. It tells the story of Gen. Bou­ 
langer from the time he is picked 
up and set In motion by Georges 
Clemenceau to the time of hie 
suicide in Brussels. That is the 
shortest way to describe the book. 
But it gives no hint of the amazing 
job Mr. Gorman has done. 
Because the General’s story is 
floated on a great river of fact and 
incident which is FVanoe herself. It 
begins, for example, in one of those 
suburban courts presided over by 


a one-eyed concierge named Bouve 
—the cite at 9, Rue de l’EgUse, 
Montreutl-eous-Bois, near Paris. 
At the moment the little cite 
rises before the reader’s eye, Felix 
Albert Pel is just moving into the 
vacant street floor apartment; later 
he will be accused of murdering a 
succession of wives. And at the 
moment he moves in, the eyes of 
the oourt are on him; the eyes of 
little Lily Danger, the laundress; 
of Dagobert Helio, the student; of 
M. Klein, retired civil servant; of 
Marie Weispach. the Alsatian gos 
sip. And the others. 
The General is carpentered Into 
a hero, and he dies like a second 
lieutenant, in Clemenceau’s bitter 
phrase. Mr. Gorman ties the Gen­ 
eral and the cite into a bundle with 
the rest of Paris. With the rest of 
France, for that matter. He does it 
by the accumulation of a vast 
amount of detail out of which 
emerges the clearest of pictures. 
The picture Is France, in all her 
beauty and all her weakness. And 
the method is exactly right, for 
Paris (which is France) is a great 
bundle of detail. Not even 
the 
Boulevards of Paris run straight 
through for any distance. 
“Brave General” seems to me one 
of the finest historical novels in 
years.

Cause behind Influenza Is In 
doubt. 
E 


'VBRY winter for some time 
' now, we have had in North 
America an epidemic of respira­ 
tory Infections 
somewhat more 
severe than the common cold and 
not severe enough to he called 
bronchial pneumonia. 
These are 
usually labeled influenza. 
Although more severe than the 
common cold, they are not really 
very serious, nothing like as had 
as the terrible epidemic of real 
Influenza that occurred during the 
war years, 1918 and 1919. Having 
seen what the malignant type of 
influenza is, I have been a little 
loath to agree that the yearly epi­ 
demics we have been having were 
really influenza. 
Epidemiologists say that there 
are two types of influenza, one 
mild and one severe, and that we 
have been having the mild type. 
Real Influenza has a history of 
having hit the world in great 
pandemics or waves. There was 
on# about 1840, one in 1889, fol­ 
lowed by the one in 1918. they are 
usually about 40 years aparL 
Causative Organism 
I remember after the -pandemic 
of 1889 that for years doctors 
would call mild cases of respira­ 
tory infection "influensa.” Having 
lived through the severe pandemic, 
they 
remember 
it 
vividly 
and 
probably got into the habit of call­ 
ing any respiratory Infection that 
was a little worse that a cold, 
influenza. I feel that the same 
thing has happened in the epid 
demies following the severe pande­ 
mic of 1918, and consequently I 
have not a great deal of faith in 
the report* that have come out 
about finding the causative organ­ 
ism of influenza. 
For what it is worth however, 
the present idea is that influenza 
Is due to a filtefable virus. Cur­ 
iously enough, the only animal 
which bas been found which will 
become 
Infected 
Is 
the 
ferret. 
Mouth and nose washings from 
patients with influenza inoculated 
into the nose of a ferret will pro­ 
duce the disease in this animal. 
Mrs. Carlyle, who was a woman 
of great common sense, expressed 
my sentiments pretty well. She 
had been subject to a number of 
attacks which her physician diag­ 
nosed as influenza. She wrote in a 
letter; "Medical men all over the 


world have merely entered into a- 
tacit agreement to call all sorts 
of maladies people are subject to 
by one name so that one sort of 
treatment may serve for all, and 
their practice is thereby greatly 
simplified.” 
Opinions of Bacteriologists 
I must sa t that the best bacteri­ 
ologists in the world do not agree 
with me. They eay that at the pres­ 
ent time doubt as to, the can s* of 
the disease can no longer exist and 
diagnosis by recovering the organ- . 
lent by bacteriological method# is. 
now possible. It does not make a 
great deal of difference In the long' 
run, because whether or not they' 
have found the causative organ­ 
ism they have not perfected any 
serum which is valuable in treat-' 
ment, nor is chemical treatment 
reported to he valuable in influ­ 
enza. 
The latest reports on treatment 
by the sulfonamide group of drugs 
that I have seen in the medical 
journals of 1941 state that treat­ 
ment consists in bed rest, protec­ 
tion from chances of temperature 
and drafts, a large fluid intake, 
and relief of aching symptoms by 
aspirin and codeine.

Bf Th* United Prow. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. ll —Laura 
Ingalls’ own words and belongings 
were arrayed against her Tuesday 
in 
support of the governm ent’s 
charge that as a paid German 
agent she attempted to soften this 
country “to receive Adolf H itler.” 
Two prosecution witnesses told 
the federal Jury Miss Ingalls de­ 
nounced the U. S. government and 
praised H itler’s. 
The 38-year-old flier, holder of 
numerous records, is accused of 
wilful failure to register as a Ger­ 
man agent with the state depart­ 
ment. 
Agents of the federal bureau of 
investigation produced documentary 
evidence found in apartm ents where 
she had been a guest. In one brief­ 
case, which defense counsel stipu­ 
lated was hers, investigators found

translation of H itler’s "Mein 
Kampf”. with many passages un­ 
derlined in red Ink.
